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Drivers’ License 

Failure of Kentucky to ennet un 
automobile drivers' license law has 
caused flic stnte to fall far behind the 
other eommomveniyis of the union In 
the adoption of legislation to rid the 
highways of drunken and reckless 
drivers and better safeguard the lives 
and property of Its citizens. Whllo 
other states are steadily reducing tho 
number of preventable accidents by 
strict regulatory provisions governing 
the operation of motor vehicles, tho 
toll of dead and maimed in Kentucky 
continues to mount higher and higher 
each year because of the absence of 
statutes bolding automobile drivers 
personally responsible for their flag¬ 
rant disregard of the rights of others 
In the use of the public streets nnd 
highways. 

Experience has conclusively proved 
In every state where a drivers’ license 
law Is In effect that It Is the keystone 
on which Is based all regulations look¬ 
ing to the sane operation of motor 
vehicles. It puts teeth Into the en¬ 
forcement of violations of all traffic 
rules and regulations and has proved 
more effective In reducing accidents 
thnn lines or even Imprisonment. Ken¬ 
tuckians regard the right to drive an 
automobile lightly because there has 
never been any way to deprive them 
of the privilege. Take the case of the 
reckless or drunken driver In this 
state. He may run down nnd kill or 
Injure pedestrians with impunity so 
long ns he is able to give bond for his 
appearance in court, because there Is 
no wny to prevent hint from resuming 
his mad career behind the steering 
jwheel following his release. But in 
states with drivers' license laws no 
person is permitted to drive an auto¬ 
mobile without first securing a driver’s 
license. This license or right to drive 
a car is subject to suspension or may 
be revoked permanently for vlolntiou 
of traffic laws and regulations. Natur¬ 
ally every driver prizes highly his 
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does not want to be deprived of It. 
As a result, fear of losing the right 
to drive acts as a deterrent to both 
reckless and careless driving and 
serves to reduce accidents to a marked 
•degree. 

The enactment of a drivers' license 
law for Kentucky deserves to be one 

- of the first problems to be given con¬ 
sideration by the coming general asem- 
hly, for until such legislation is placed 
on the statute books there can be no 
effective control of automobile traffic 
that is needlessly taking hundreds of 
lives und causing thousands to be 
injured annually in this stnte.—Shelby 
News.

Growers Should Test Vari- 
ety; Adopt Kind Suited 
to Community. 


By Dr. Gordon K. Middleton, Seed Specialist, 
North Carolina State College. 

WNU Service. 

Inspection of wheat for certification 
of seed under the regulations of the 
North Carolina Crop Improvement as¬ 
sociation has revealed the fact that 
seed wheat In this state Is badly 
mixed. 

We need some careful standardiza¬ 
tion done by communities, counties 
and even districts. It Is entirely pos¬ 
sible for the growers of a community 
to test the adapted varieties of wheat, 
secure the one best suited to their 
community and to adopt this variety 
as the one for all to grow. Tills will 
prevent mixing to a great extent and 
assure the community of hnving wheat 
which will find rendy favor among the 
millers. It Is only by growing pure 
varieties of wheat with good milling 
qualities that the best grades of flour 
can be made. 

Fifty fields of wlient were selected 
at random In the Important wheat¬ 
growing countries of the state the past 
spring nnd Inspected for varletnl mix¬ 
tures. Out of the fifty, there were 
twelve fields having over 20 per cent 
of mixtures and the counts In one 
field showed 56 per cent of bearded 
wheat and 44 per cent of smooth-head¬ 
ed wheat. Only two fields could be 
classed as pure and of the total, 70 
per cent contained sufficient mixture 
to make the whent objectionable for 
seed purposes. 

In contrast to this, Inspection wns 
*biade of 19 other fields where the own¬ 
ers were seeking to have their whent 
certified, and It was satisfactory. 

This proves that wheat seed can be 
(kept practically pure. “Most of the 
mixing occurs because threshing ma¬ 
chinery and recleanlng machinery are 
not properly cleaned.

Worms Stunt Growth of 
Both Pigs and Lambs 

The idea of raising pigs on clean 
ground—the so-called McLean system 
—is a good one. By following this sys¬ 
tem, one can practically be sure that 
his pigs will be free from worms at 
weaning time. The same Is true of 

E mbs. If one can grow lambs on 
ound that has not been grazed by 
eep for several years, worm lnfes- 
tlon can be largely avoided. 

J While we have advocated this sys- 
em for hog, lamb and poultry raising 
'for mati'y 'years, comparatively few 
farmers follow It. Using clean ground 
In raising live stock not only prevents 
worm infestation, but It also avoids 
disease Infection of many kinds. 
Keeping live stock quarters free from 
parasites and disease Is Ideal but dif¬ 
ficult, and, as a matter of fact, never 
is carried out except to a very minor 
degree. 

Worms are not difficult to get rid 
of if proper attention Is given to the 
matter. Worms stunt growth nnd re¬ 
duce the vitality of pigs and lambs, 
and thus render them more suscepti¬ 
ble to disease. Young stock should be 
kept as free from worms as possible, 
and a good time to drive out the 
worms is at weaning time or as soon 
thereafter as possible. — Wallaces’ 
Farmer.

Dairy Income 

The cash Income of farmers from 
-ales of milk and milk products In 
1982 Is estimated at a little less thnn 
a billion dollars ($1185.099,000). Add¬ 
ing to this the value of the milk, 
croain, and butter used In households 
on the farms- where produced, gives a 
gross income from dairy products In 
1032 of about one and a quarter bil¬ 
lion dollars ($1,200,424,000). With the 
prices of most farm products declining 
even faster thnn the prices of dairy- 
products, tlie proportion of the total 
Income of fanners derived from milk 
increased from 19V4 per cent In 1929 
to 24*6 per cent In 1932. If allowance 
Is made for the value of the milk cows 
and the calves of milk cows sold or 
slaughtered In 1932, the total Income 
of farmers from dairying was close to 
$1,400,000,000 or about 27 per cent of 
the Income from all farm products.— 
United States Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics.
